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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art of record fails 
to teach the claimed invention such as an actuator coil assembly having a first and second mating portions, which the first and second 
mating portions are distinct. Upon further consideration, examiner traverses the argument that there is no such limitation that the first and 
second mating portions are separate structures or distinct. The first and second mating portions recited in the claim 10 do not have to be 
separate structures. Tsujino et al. teach an actuator coil assembly having a first mating portion in order to couple with the HGA mating 
portion and a second mating portion in order to couple with the FPC mating portion as shown in Fig. 2. According to the description in col. 
2, lines 19-24, The HGA mating portion is joined with the first mating portion of the actuator coil assembly by the swage portion (30). 
Therefore, the applicant's argument of the actuator coil assembly of Tsujino et al. is not persuasive and examiner maintains his rejection 
as set forth above.
